Rome, Jan. 14. The toll of dead 
and injurod in the great earthquake 
that has swept ovor Central and 
Southern Italy has not yet been 
made up. but all advices reaching 
Rome indicate the "ver-growing ex- 
tent of the disaster. 

Towns with thousands of inhabi- 
tants huvn been overthrown and 
from some of these come details 
which show an Immense loss of life. 
The estimates ran tn-nlght from 2n,- 

000 to 50,000 dead and Injured, and 
yet there are several actions, which 
undoubtedly felt the earthquake in 
full measure, from which no 
mates can he obtained. 

In the ancient territory of Marsi, 
which includes Avezzano, the vic- 
tims are placed at 20,000. Only 
a small minority is left of the in- 
habitants of Avezzano. who number- 
ed approximately 12,000.

Capt. Piaaal Vet- 
to^i. who haa churge of the relief 
work here, estimates that there are 
15,000 dead iu Awvszano, CaPPello, 
MacUaaa and the villages in this 
lniniediate«llstrii't. Up to mid- 
night. Saturday only SAO bodies had 
been taken from the ruins. These 
were laid out Irregularly in open 
apaoos all over the city.

St. Petersburg, Kla..Jan 16.— We 
arrived hero the night of the 20th 
of December, 1914, worn out but In 
good health . Our daughter and 
family met ua ot the depot with an 
auto and took us to their home, 
where we ri-sted for a day or so be- 
fore und-rtaking to look the town 
over They say the weather baa 
been ver> cold and gloomy for thla 
latitude for the last two weeks. The 
thermometer baa been down as low 
as 4 4 and the aaa air la very pene- 
trating, so much so that we feel It 
as much as we feel it In Kentucky 
at 18 or JO. Thla Is tho Jumping 
off place. See the map. 

We have water almost all around 
us. and ateainera go in all directions 
from here. Long docks reach out j 
into the bays to deep water, and 
there are seats all along them whore 
one can sit and fish all day. Thou- 
sands of people take advantage of 
the opportunity, catching fish from 
the slzo of our minnows up to Span- 
ish mackerel weighing 10 and li 
pounds. The ballooa fish is quite 
a curiosity to us. I have caught 
some of them. After they ore 
thrown out of the water they begin I 
to puff up like a toad when he de- 
termines to excel the ox in size. 
They also have teeth very much like 
our ground hog, and can bito quite 
severely. I have never seen one that 
would weigh more than two pounds.' 

The sea birds are protected byj 
law, aad the consequence is that 
they are very gentle. The gulls 
will follow the vessels across the 
bays and light for such food as muy 
he thrown overboard. They are ex- 
pert on the wing as well as la the 
water, frequently catching food 
thrown to them before it fails to tha 
w^ter. The pelicans— and there- 
are lots of them- are so lame thai 
they will take food from the hand, 
and try to steal a fisherman's catch 
when he draws It to the surface. I 
saw one of them grab a small lish 
as it was drawn out of the rater, 
and the hook caught in his beak, so 
the nimrod caught a tisb and a bird 
at one and the same time. They sit 
around on the water or on the pier 
and wait patiently Mlcawber-like— 
waiting for something to turn up. 

A noble bird Is the pelican. 

They say that he can hold in his 
beak 

Kood enough to last him a week, 
Hut I do not see how the lu llcan. 

This town, or city, is principally 
built up tor the conven i e nc e of 
northern tourists. They claim thai 
the town normally has 3o. 000 in- 
habitants and 20,000 visitors anil 
everything is bent in the direction 

of entertainment and pleasure (or 
tourists. People from everj StuK 
iii the Union come here every year 
to spend at least part of the win 
ter. 

The markets are rull of till kinds 
of sub-tropical fruits, and nuts. Or- 
anges und grape fruit are very 
cheap. Strange as It ma) appear, 
apples are ns common ben as the* 
are in Kentucky and as cheap, if not 
cheaper, than in Hartford Prices 
on the necessities of life are some 
higher than in Keutucky but the 
saving in fuel und heavy clothing 
will balance the account. 

This is a great resort for Grand 
Army uieu. Many are located here 
fpr the winter, and others come 
here from St. Cloud, Fla.. on 0»h- 
lug outings. They have a O. A. It 
Post here and are very attentive to 
viaitlng comrades. They insist on 
old Confederates meeting with the 
Post and many of them viait the 
Confederate camp meetinga. 

This is tho first time I have ever 
soen loafing reduced to a science. 
Cray headed men and women are 
on the streets all day long with 
nothing to do but breathe aalt air 
and gossip. Some of the more ros»- 
I loss go to the city park and pitah 
quoita and horseshoes, and others 
play backgammon, cheas, ^'checkers 
and dor iiue-s, hut 1 have not seen 
a marble since 1 came here. Fish- 
ing la another great recreation. 

Two old Ohio county boys are w 
rated in this State and seem t- 
have uiudo a hit. Randolph Town- 
send Wedding, or Hartford. Is at the 
band of a largo nursery, with good 
pros! ects of success. He lias s 
pleasant home and Is doing woll. 
LeajThtoa L. Held, of Hockport, is 
located in Hradeutown. on Manatee 
river, and has employuieut In the 
First National Bank there. 

This cily has some very fine 
buildings and the churches are a 
hue And in. losing aa you will find 
In any city of the South.

Ala., 
end In protected places down Bear 
itlrm Ingham, but since we left Bir- 
mingham we have not aeen ao much 
aa a froat. and the people are bor-
